24. (New) A method for treatment of an allergic disease which comprises 
administering to a patient in need thereof, an effective amount of a compound of claim 1 , 
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wherein the allergic disease is selected from the group consisting of asthma, allergic 
rhinitis, allergic sinusitis, anaphylactic syndrome, urticaria, angioedema, atopic dermatitis, 
allergic contact dermatitis, erythema nodosum, erythema multiforme, cutaneous necrotizing 
venulitis and insect bite skin inflammation and blood sucking parasitic infestation. 

25. (New) A method for treatment of an inflammatory disease which comprises 
administering to a patient in need thereof, an effective amount of a compound of claim 1 , 

wherein the inflammatory disease is selected from the group consisting of rheumatoid 
arthritis, conjunctivitis, rheumatoid spondylitis, osteoarthritis, gouty arthritis and other 
arthritic conditions. 

26. (New) A method for treatment of an autoimmune disease which comprises 
administering to a patient in need thereof, an effective amount of a compound of claim 1 , 

wherein the autoimmune disease is selected from the group consisting of multiple 
sclerosis, psoriasis, intestine inflammatory disease, ulcerative colitis, Crohn's disease, 
rheumatoid arthritis and polyarthritis, local and systemic scleroderma, systemic lupus 
erythematosus, discoid lupus erythematosus, cutaneous lupus, dermatomyositis, polymyositis, 
Sjogren's syndrome, nodular panarteritis, autoimmune enteropathy, and proliferative 
glomerulonephritis. 

27. (New) A method for treatment of graft-versus-host disease or graft rejection in 
any organ transplantation including kidney, pancreas, liver, heart, lung, and bone marrow 
which comprises administering to a patient in need thereof, an effective amount of a 
compound of claim 1 . 
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
